W hat is so unique about Finland, 
“The Land of a Thousand Lakes,” 
with Its meager three and a half 
million people, its bleakness and rug­ 
gedness th at causes its sturdy citi­ 
zens to carry out financial obit ga* 
Bonn w'hicb more powerful nations 
deem Impossible? 
Tt Is because Suomt (Finland’s of­ 
ficial nam e) bas bad for centuries 
a tradition of vigorous Individualism 
and national pride, so Intense and 
lasting that the Finnish i eople sur­ 
vived 
centuries 
of 
Swedish 
and 
czarist Russian rule. 


P io n e e r in L i b er a l i s m 


The land before the Swedish con­ 
quest in 1157. was inhabited solely 
by pure Finnish stock who migrated 
from the Volga river basin in Russia 
After 1809, Finland was ceded to 
czarist Russia, but retain, d its -emi- 
Independence. with a separate con­ 
stitution and laws 
W ith tin- Bol­ 
shevik revolution in 1917. Finland 
declared 
its freedom, and after a 
bloody w ar between White and Bed 
armies, established a republic. 
In a world where mass education 
Is praised to the skies, lake-dotted 
Finland 
with its vast reach, s of 
forest 
lands and isolated 
villages, 
leads the 
list 
of 
literate 
peoples 
throughout the world. 
Pioneer in 
social 
legislation 
and 
liberalism, 
Finland while it was still a duchy 
of autocratic Russia gave women 
voting rights in IS*-3. 
Long before 
the idea of co-edueational study was 
even dreamed of in most of the great 
stern 
nations, progressive 
Finland 
was perm itting its women to attend 
all schools, enter professions, and in 
1926, to become government cabinet 
ministers. 
One of the few sources of resent­ 
ment however arose over the lan­

control, its language and Finnish 
were the legal tongues, bpt under the 
short period of ‘‘Russification'’, Fin­ 
land w as compelled to subordinate 
everything to the Russian language.

small land owners, so hostile to any 
form of communism that their Fascist 
movement, the Lapuans, marched on 
Helsingfors, the en pit**!, and have 
always attempted to ha ras s the nu- 
-merits* socialist city workers. 
The rest 
of the worl i 
quickly 
p a sses over Sibelius its great na­ 
tional composer and Kit* I Saarinen, 
brilliant architect, to recall Finland’s 
dram atic battle against alcohol that 
began with national prohibition in 
1919, and paralleled America’s boot­ 
legging, rum running, and crime In­ 
crease 
Two years ago, the people 
decided to do away with the pretense 
of control and set. up a government 
regulated liquor *ale, patterned after 
S w ed en ’s fame*I Bratt system. 
Flnl&nd’s uniqueness in becoming 
America's sole d* i-tor to pay up, may 
help fill Its portrait on the world 
horizon, which until now- has been 
regarded only in terms of Paavo 
Nurmi, long distance speed king.
